‘| For this purpose I have purchased the 
choicest and newest varieties from the 
leading growers both abroad and in this 
country. In addition to these, I have added a few 
of the meritorious standard sorts which were novel- 
ties within the past few years. The list is short 
because it represents the cream of all classes listed. 
Each variety is suitable both for exhibition and 
garden, as I have chosen only those which have strong 
flowering stems. 


The stock of some of these high class novelties is 
limited owing to the scarcity of the introducers stock 
and growers desiring to secure plants or tubers will 
do well to place their orders early in order to avoid 
disappointment. Owing to the fact that the majority 
of the varieties listed are novelties it is impossible 
to send out anything but plants and pot-grown tubers, 
and both of these I consider superior to field-grown 
divisions. 


Decorative Dahlias 


(SPECIAL NOVELTY) 
Very scarce, green plants only, $10.00 each. 


King of the Autumn. The grower of this wonderful 
variety, perhaps the greatest raiser of dahlias in the 
world, considers this the crowning achievement of 
his career as a grower. “The shade is quite new, 
buff yellow and terra-cotta suffused through it. It 
is unique in color and shows great vigor in flower, 
stem and foliage. It will be a winner at every show. 
We consider it the best dahlia introduced by us.”

Madonna. The flowers are of the hybrid Cactus type, 
and though bold and large are not coarse. 

The blooms are often over 8 inches across, and the 
ivory-white petals, which glisten, are so numerous, 
that high, full-centered flowers can always be ex- 
pected.

tionally free in blooming, and in addition to being so 
free-flowering and constant the blooms are borne on 
long, stiff stems, and last well for many days when 
cut.

The flower is 
bold of habit, large of size and won a special silver 
medal at the Panama-Pacific International Exhibition, 
and at the National Flower Show, P. P. I. E. 


Henry Maier. The flowers are a pure yellow and it 
is claimed to be the best yellow decorative. Created 
a sensation on the Pacifie Coast last year. Flowers 
are very large and the stems strong and plant vig- 
orous.

Sulphurea. An English novelty and a novelty in every 

sense of the word. Resembles a huge yellow chrysan- 
themum as the petals are exceedingly numerous, long 
and extremely narrow. I was probably the first to 
show it in this country and it won first prize for the 
best novelty at the exhibition of the Paterson Flori- 
cultural Society and third prize for the largest bloom 
in the show. It is sulphur yellow in color and a 
strong grower.

This exceedingly free fiow- 
ering variety, in color a lovely shade of reddish sal- 
mon, produces perfectly shaped, finely quilled blooms, 
borne on long, rigid and erect flower stems and is 
excellent for exhibition or garden effect. 


Washington. “The best crimson in our collection, 
and six blooms formed the best bunch in our first 
prize exhibit at the N.D.S. The flowers are very large 
and of pronounced incurved form, being both broad 
and deep, in fact few varieties produce flowers of 
equal weight and quality. It has a capital habit, 
flowering abundantly, the stems being long and wiry, 
and the foliage dark. A grand addition.” Height

Fearless. “One of the largest Dahlias, if not quite 
the largest we have. The florets are very long, slight- 
ly incurved and as narrow as needles, the flowers 
exceeding in width almost any other variety. The 
blooms last well, and are less affected by hot sunshine 
or rain than is the case with most of the Cactus. 
Color bright orange scarlet throughout. Plants of 
wiry growth, and produce a long succession of full 
centered flowers.” Height 4-ft. 


A.R. Perry. “A large bold flower, with incurved 
tubular florets. Color old rose tipped with gold, and 
with golden sheen at the base. A grand variety for 
exhibition, making up striking bunches in threes or 
sixes, and equally telling as single flowers. Plants 
strong and vigorous, and flower stems good. Quite 
one of our best.” Height 5-ft. 


Sentinel. ‘“‘A grand variety, requiring little if any 
thinning, and no disbudding, yet producing great 
flowers on huge stems. The color is for the most 
part a shade of deep rose, but at the base of the 
florets there is a dise of white, which prettily relieves 
and enhances the darker coloring. This should prove 
a welcome addition for those who require strong 
stemmed flowers, yet of good Cactus type and large 
size.” Height 5-ft.
